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Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that both of the references do not 
teach that di- or tri-olefin is separated from any olefin mixture is not persuasive because both references indicated that acetylene and 
diolefins (e q propadiene) are undesirable impurities. Both references also desire to obtain a pure olefin product (ethylene or propylene) 
and the adsorbent of the references are the same as the claimed adsorbent. Therefore, it would be expected that propadiene ,s removed 
from the olefinic feed as claimed, (see Kaminsky '905, col. 3, lines 30-35; col. 5, lines 15-18, lines 38-42) . 
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
